1. The amendment filed on June 29, 2000 canceling all claims drawn to the elected species and presenting only claims drawn to a non- 
elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected species because 
applicants have elected species which are in a solid composition as recited in original claim 1 wherein the original composition recited 
the inclusion of: (I) an unsaturated fatty acid alcohol (ii) an alkylene glycol; (iii) a viscosity enhancing or stiffing agent, i.e., a waxy 
substance; and (iv) a biologically active agent. See the restriction requirement of Dec 21, 1999 and the Response to Restriction 
Requirement and Amendment, page 3, paper No. 7, submitted January 4, 2000. All of the newly added claims are directed to a solid 
composition requiring the above ingredients as well as a plasticizing agent or oil, which is the same as the non-elected species in 
original claim 18. See the newly added base claim, claim 55. Therefore, all the newly added claims are directed to non-elected species.
